Illinois  Central  R.  R.  Co — for  county  taxes  was  decided  he  should  re- 
ceive Siooo  more.  Mr.  Lincoln  spent  much  time  and  labor  on  the 
case,  and  argued  it  twice  before  the  Illinois  Supreme  Court,  and  finally 
winning  it  in  December,  1855.  Lincoln  came  to  Chicago  to  collect  his 
fee.  Mr.  Brayman  was  absent  at  the  time,  and  the  bill  was  presented 
to  the  superintendent.  He  refused  to  authorize  the  payment  of  the  bill 
on  the  ground  that  it  was  excessive,  remarking  "  that  it  was  as  much  as 
a  first-class  lawyer  would  have  charged."  Mr.  Lincoln  then  brought 
suit  for  ^5000,  less  the  ^250  retainer.  Six  leading  lawyers  ot  Illinois 
certified  that,  considering  the  great  interests  at  stake  and  the  valuable 
points  gained  for  the  compnny,  the  charge  was  reasonable.  Mr.  Lincoln 
won  the  suit,  and  the  company  paid  the  bill.  About  ten  years  after- 
ward this  superintendent  was  nominated  by  the  Democratic  party  for 
the  presidency  of  the  United  States,  and  was  defeated  by  Mr.  Lincoln 
by  more  than  a  million  majority.  The  railroad  superintendent  was  Gen. 
Geo.  B.  McClellan.

This  old  mahogany  veneered  sofa  w^s  made  by  hand,  at  Springfield, 
by  Daniel  E.  Ruckel,  in  1837,  for  Mr.  Lincoln,  on  his  order,  and  used 
by  Mr.  Lincoln  until  February,  1861.  Purchased  from  J.  E.  Roll,  a 
resident  of  Springfield,  who  had  known  Mr.  Lincoln  since  1831.  When 
Mr.  Roll  turned  this  memento  over  to  Mr.  Keyes,  he  wrote  a  letter  ex- 
plaining why  he  had  originally  been  anxious  to  obtain  possession  of  it. 
In  that  letter  he  says  : — "  I  became  acquainted  with  Abraham  Lincoln 
in  February,  1831,  having  been  employed  to  assist  him  in  building  the 
second  flatboat  ever  constructed  on  the  Sangamon  river,  or  in  the  State 
of  Illinois,  earning  by  that  labor  about  30  cents  a  day.  (The  first  flat- 
boat  built  sunk  soon  after  being  launched  from  her  moorings).  Mr. 
Lincoln  was  employed  at  that  time  by  Mr.  Offutt  at  a  salary  of  $15  a 
month,  which  at  that  time  was  considered  good  wages  for  a  mechanic. 
After  Mr.  Lincoln  completed  the  boat  I  accompanied  him  as  far  down 
the  river  as  Lemon's  bend,  where  I  bade  him  «  good-by,'  he  going  oh  to 
New  Orleans,  where  he  sold  the  boat  and  the  cargo.  Mr.  Lincoln  re- 
turned to  Illinois  and  settled  in  New  Salem,  Menard  county.  We  were 
friends  up  to  the  time  of  his  death,  and  I  bought  the  sofa  as  a  keepsake, 
knowing  that  it  was  made  especially  for  him  on  his  order,  as  he  was 
unable  to  find  one  long  enough  for  his  use  already  manufactured." 

Accompanied  by  the  affidavits  of  Jacob  Ruckel,  testifying  that  he  up- 
holstered and  sold  the  sofa  to  Lincoln  in  1837  ;  of  John  E.  Roll  as  to  its 
authenticity,  and  of  Alfred  A.  Worth,  a  justice  of  the  peace,  in  regard 
to  the  deponent's  character.

Stewart,  editor '  of  the  Journal,  sent  the  chair  to  Mr.  Keyes,  with  a 
letter,  in  which  he  said :  "  The  publishers  of  the  Journal,  having  their 
attention  called  to  the  collection  of  Lincoln  mementos  which  you  are 
gathering,  authorize  me,  as  a  means  of  properly  rounding  out  the  lot, 
to  present  to  you  the  old  rustic  chair  which  has  faithfully  held  exchanges 
in  this  office  for  many  years,  but  which  is  now  too  weak  in  the  joints 
to  do  any  other  service  unless  repaired.  It  is  the  chair  in  which  Abra- 
ham Lincoln  was  sitting  when  he  received  from  Chicago  the  dispatch 
announcing  his  first  nomination  for  the  presidency.  We  shall  be  happy 
if  you  can  find  some  man  to  sit  in  it  who  is  anywhere  near  as  great  as 
Lincoln  was."

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RELICS    OF    PURITANICAL  AND 
COLONIAL  TIMES. 

1649  Antique  Solid  Silver  Pepper  Box. 

This  interesting  relic  was  brought  from  England  by  the  Rev.  John 
Norton  ("  Boston  John  ")  about  1635,  who  at  that  time  emigrated  from 
England  to  Plymouth,  Massachusetts,  and  preached  there  during  the 
winter  of  1635,  Early  in  1636  he  removed  to  Boston,  and  before  the 
close  of  the  year  became  minister  of  the  church  at  Ipswich.  He  was 
an  active  member  of  the  convention  that  formed  the  "  Cambridge  plat- 
form "  in  1648.  In  1652  he  became  a  colleague  of  Rev.  John  Wilson 
as  minister  of  the  First  Church  at  Boston,  in  1662. 

There  is  little  doubt  but  that  this  Pepper  Box  was  shaken  by  Miles 
Standish,  Cotton  Mather,  Increase  Mather,  and  other  prominent  charac- 
ters of  Puritan  times. 

From  the  Rev.  John  Norton,  who  was  childless,  it  passed  into  the 
family  of  his  brother,  William,  of  Ipswich ;  thence  to  John,  of  Hing- 
ham,  his  son,  and  so  on  down  to  the  present  descendant  and  owner. 
The  box  is  well  preserved,  and  its  peculiar  and  intimate  association 
with  the  Plymouth  fathers  lends  an  historical  interest  to  it,  connecting 
it  with  the  earliest  days  of  American  history.

It  was  used  as  a  carving-dish 
on  the  table  of  John  Adams,  second  President  of  the  United  States,  and 
by  his  son,  John  Quincy  Adams,  during  their  respective  lives.  As 
many  celebrities  have  been  served  from  this  platter  as  from  any  other 
similar  dish  in  the  United  States.

This  extremely  interesting  relic  of  the  American  Revolution  is  one 
of  the  napkins  placed  under  each  lady's  plate  at  the  reception  given  by 
the  Count  d'Estaing,  on  board  of  one  of  the  French  ships  of  the  fleet  then 
at  anchor  in  the  harbor  of  Boston  (1780).  It  was  the  one  presented, 
on  that  occasion,  by  a  French  officer,  to  Miss  C.  Cranch,  who  was  a 
near  relative  of  John  Adams.  Miss  Cranch  has  written  on  it : — "  Given 
me  by  a  French  officer,  while  I  was  dining  on  board  Count  d'Estaing's 
ship,  the  Tanguedor,  1780.     C,  Cranch,"
